Bluff prison camp early to­ 
day and escaped with an 
arsenal of pistols, rifles and 
a stib-macliinegtin. 
Fifteen of the 35 prisoners at Ivy 
Bluff chose to stay behind but the 
rest followed the lead of Charles 
(Yank) Stew'art, a long-term con­ 
vict whose father and brother 
were executed in Raleigh in the 
1920’s for murdering a policeman. 
The fugitives, 14 whites and six 
Negroes, included six life-termers 
convicted of robbery, m u r d e r , 
rape or kidnaping. Eleven others 
were serving term s of 20 years 
or more. 
Col. William F. Bailey, state 
prison director, termed '‘inexcus­ 
able” the break from Ivy Bluff, 
scene of a number of prison self- 
maimings. 
FBI Enters Case 
In Washington,

prisoners had fled the borders of 
North Carolina.

Later they wrecked the car 
and all 20 climbed into the pick­ 
up truck, which has benches and 
a wire-cage door for transporting 
prisoners.

A total of $75,000. the biggest 
civil negligence award ever made 
in Mercer County, N J., was given 
to a Trenton man in New Jersey 
Superior Court last week. 
The judgement was against the 
United States Steel Company. 
Joseph El Romell of 868 Klock- 
ner Ave., Trenton was awarded 
the sum in Trenton after a trial 
lasting one week. 
The jury in the case, in a IO 
to 2 vote, approved the payment 
of the money to compensate Rom­ 
ell for the loss of three toes at the 
Fairless Steel Plant, Morrisville 
in December of 1957. 
Plate Drops On Foot 
The Trenton laborer, employed 
by the Commercial Contracting 
firm, lost the three toes when a 
two-ton steel plate dropped on his 
foot. Romell said a truck jarred 
a floor plate and caused it to fall 
on his foot. The truck belonged to 
U.S. Steel, he told the court. 
In other matters, the court an­ 
nounced a verdict of no cause of 
action in the case of the steel 
firm against the Commercial Con­ 
tracting Company. The steel com­ 
pany had sought to bring Rom- 
ell’s employers into the case as a 
third party. 
A spokesman at the courthouse 
in Trenton stated that “usually in 
cases of this kind, a firm like 
U.S. Steel will file an appeal with
